Although 
most of its weapons are missing, 
it is still a good defensive position. 

The Germans launched strong 
attacks in the Bitche and Wissem- 
bourg sectors. They were in too 
great strength to be routine patrol- 
ling and constitute a definite attempt 
to make indentations or bepd the 
American line.

Most prowess has been made 
between Bastogne and St. Hubert 
on an. eight-mile front. The 
advance around Bastogne itself is 
held up by repeated German 
counter-blows, which, while they 
have not taken any ground, must 
have caused the Americans to 
change their tactics to meet the 
situation. 

Slight gains have been made by 
the American troops, who have 
captured the town of Harlange, six 
miles south-east of Bastogne. Fight- 
ing is particularly heavy at Muth 
and south-west of Wiltz, where the 
Germans are fighting from well- 
prepared positions, fortified by dug- 
in tanks, and are assisted by the 
ruggedness of the terrain. 

Daring German patrol work on 
other parts of the Western front 
continues to add credence to the 
general belief that the Germans are 
exceedingly alert for an or- 
tunity to probe through the Allied 
lines at any weak point. 


It was insisted that there was 
no indication of German movement 
either way in these sectors, where 
both sides are dug in.

CAEL for the 

Tehabilitation schemes for tuber- 
culosis’ patients was made by Dr; 
John Duffy, Joint Hon. Secretary of 
the Anti-Tuberculosis Section of the 
irish Red Cross Society, yesterday at 
a meeting, held in the Broadway 
Café, Dublin, under the auspices. of 
the Irish Transport and General 
Workegs’ Union. 

“In this, as in other countries, 
except for a few noteworthy demons- 
trations by pioneers,” continued Dr. 
Duffy, “the question of rehabilita- 
tion is merely one of academic 
interest, and,. thou proven to be 
economically and financially sound, 
it has not yet entered the sphere of 
practical politics.” 

Rehabilitation, he stated, involved 
medicine, sociology, economics, in- 
dustrial management and adminis- 
tration. If employers could be 
assured that the patients discharged 
from sanatoria were a source of no 
danger to their fellow-workers it 
would be justifiable to agitate for 
the opening-up of the avenue of 
previous employment. Under present 
circumstances, one could “not with 
any sincerity expect industry to re- 
absorb patients. . 

Dr. Duffy g-"e particulars of the 
Papworth and other rehabilitation 
schemes, and asked why there 
should be any delay in a general 
adoption of such measures, He 
urged that the recommendation of 
the late Sir Pendrill Varner-Jones— 
the establishment by each Govern- 
ment of a National Rehabilitation 
Board—be put into operation. 

Senator T. Foran, who presided, 
said that rehabilitation was a vexed 


guestion in trade union circles. 
There was a feeling that it was 
unfair, that institutions should use 
the labour of patients, and exploit 
them, as against workers outside.

KILLED IN FRANCE 


DMIRAL SIR BERTRAM 
RAMSAY, Allied Naval Com- 
mander-in-Chief for the invasion 
of Europe, was killed in an 
aircraft crash im France yes- 


terday. 
Known as “Dynamo” Ramsay 


throughout the Navy, he had, | 


perhaps, one of the most 
colourful war careers of any 
British naval chief. 


The plane crashed soon after 
taking off from an aerodrome near 
Paris. | 

Aged 61, Sir Bertram is the fourth 
Allied leader killed in an aircraft 
accident. The others were; Major- 
General Orde Charles ' Wingate, 
General Sikorsky and Air-Marshal 
Sir Trafford Leigh-Mallory. | 

The announcement of Sir 
Bertram’s death last night by Allied 
Supreme H.Q., Paris, said: “It is 
announced with deep regret that 
Admiral Sir Bertram Ramsay, 
K.C.B., K.B.E., M.V.O., Allied 
Naval Commander-in-Chief of the 
Allied Expeditionary Force, was 
killed this morning in an aircraft 
accident while on his way to a con- 
ference in Belgium.” 

Retiring from the Royal Navy in 
1938 after forty years’ service, he 
returned to action on the outbreak 
of war. He organised the rescue of 
the B.E.F. at Dunkirk, made plans 
for the North Africa and Sicily 
landings, and planned and organised 
the naval and merchant navy forces 
which invaded Normandy on D-day. 

One of his last feats of audacious 
and thorough planning was the pre-

When Rumania 
capitulated, having fought against 
the Russians for more than two 
years, the Soviet Government 
undertook to restore to her those 


had been annexed to Hungary 
as a result of the so-called 
Vienna Award, which was made 
by Herr von Ribbentrop and 
Count Ciano at the beginning of 
the war. When, therefore, 
Admiral Horthy made his over- 
tures to the Russians, he was 
promptly disowned by an 
appreciable section of Magyar 
opinion. A new Government 
was formed, under the leader- 
ship of M. Szalasy, to whom the 
Germans promised the fullest 
support; and it was decided, in 
despite of Russia’s advancing 
Hordes, to defend Budapest to the 
last gasp. Two Russian army 
groups were involved. One. was 
under the command of Marshal 
Tolbukhin; the other under that 
of Marshal Malinovsky. - From 
the moment when the Red Army 
managed to cross the Danube to 
the south of the capital, and to 
establish a formidable bridge- 
head on its western bank, Buda- 
pest’s doom became almost 
certain. The Germans sent sub- 
stantial reinforcements in an 
attempt to save the Hungarian 
capital; but the weight of numbers 
in the Russians’ favour was 
irresistible, and after some 
exceedingly heavy fighting, Buda- 
pest was surrounded com- 
pletely. Since that time, the 
Russian High Command has 
imposed an exceptionally strict 
censorship on the course of events 
in the valley of the Danube. 
Reports have been extremely 
meagre; but there can be small 


i doubt that Marshal Tolbukhin, 


leaving Budapest to the mercies 
of his colleague, has decided to 
move On towards Bratislava and 
Vienna. In the meantime, the 


| siege of the Hungarian capital is 


being conducted with unexampled 
ferocity. Inside this once beau- 
tiful city there must be nearly a 
million civilians, together with a 
military garrison, which has been 
estimaied varifusly at from 
30,000 to 80,000 men, most of 
whom, probably, are Germans. 
The plight of this vast concourse 
of human souls must be appalling. 
Certain supplies are being dropped 
into the city from the air under 
cover of darkness; but all the 
latest reports indicate that the 
place has been turned into an 
inferno. One of Europe's fairest 
monuments is being systematically 
destroyed. 

It seems that the Szalasy 
Government has left Budapest. 
Some days ago, according to 
The Times, two Russian envoys 
were sent into the city, carrying 
with them terms of surrender from 
Marshal Malinovsky. Apparently 
they both were killed, with the 
result that the Russians are press- 
ing their attack against the city 
with an unprecedented degree of 
bitterness. While Budapest is 
being subjected to one of the 
most ferocious bombardments in 
the history of modern warfare, 
another Hungarian Government, 
under M, Miklos, has been set up 
in that part of the country already 
occupied by the Russians. It hes. 
its seat at Debreczen, and, at the 
end of last week, it made a formal 
declaration of war against 
Germany. This Government, in 
some respects, resembles the 
Committee of Poles operating 
from Lublin, which, during the 
last few days, has jassumed the 
title of Poland's “ Provisional 
Government.” Already, it has 
issued a number of decrees, 
recognising, inter alia, the funda- 
mental rights of private property, 
but, at the same time, ordaining 
the breaking-up into small hold- 
ings of the vast estates which 
always have been a feature of 
Hungary’s social system. The 
Kiungarians, like the Poles, have 
become split into two camps. One 
evidently is determined to resist 
the Russian oaslaught to its 
last drop of blood; the other, 
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They are unaware, perhaps, that 
a few pictures ago Holmes and 
his faithful friend, Watson, flew 
to Washington in the Atlantic 
Clipper to clear up a little trouble 
there—so that their appearance 
and activities on the “ other side ” 
are simply an example of the 
“good neighbour” policy. In 
the fact that Holmes has aged not 
at all, and Watson very : little, 
there is nothing surprising; for 
both of th- partners are citizens 
of that Tir na n-Og which 
claims also Sexton Blake and the 
heroes of all the school stories, 
Their emergence into the modern 
world may be only a logical 
development, and probably is the 
most genuine of compliments to 
their creator. Yet one cannot 
help wondering whether the 
Sherlock Holmes who was born 


of Conan Doyle’s brain ever 


could be at home in a world of 
Atlantic Clippers. His form of 
transport was the hansom cab; 
his milieu was not Washington 
or Ottawa, but Baker street, with 
its thick .fog and its sharp news- 
boys. There is no place in the 
present scheme of things for the 
eccentric genius. Holmes, who 
liked to keep his tobacco in a 
slipper, to play “the violin, to 
meditate, clad in a dressing-gown, 
in an atmosphere thick with the 
reek of shag, is out of place 
among us. The very diction of 
the great detective stamps him as 
one of a past generation. One 
recalls, of course, the courtly 
irony of his “ My dear Watson,” 
as he explains to his patient 
follower the lightning flashes of 
his own magnificently logical 
in. It is pitiful, soméhow, to 
think of the Doctor still 
after his friend through the com- 
plex mysteries of the New World. 
One would have thought that he 
would have tired of being—to put 
it bluntly—the “stooge” to the 
famous Holmes; that his medical 
practice would have claimed his 
attention urgently, in so many 
years. Of all the faithful friends, 
surely the mute, inglorious 
Watson is the most faithful. 
Sherlock Holmes is consistently 
incisive, penetrating, brilliant; 
Dr. Watson’s only greatness is 
that he is human.
